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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Haller does not disclose 
method of iteratively decoding at least one other frame of the sequence of frames by less than the predetermined time constraint so that 
an average decoding time of all decoded frames is less than or equal to the predetermined time constraint. However, Examiner 
respectfully disagrees with the argument because Haller discloses method for iteratively decoding, col.1 line 65, the first packet (at least 
one other frame) of the sequence of frames being finished before the second packet finished (decoding at least one other frame for the 
times less than the predetermined time constraint) col. 3 lines 22-28, so that an average decoding time of all decoded packets is twice the 
decoding speed (less than or equal predetermined time), col. 9 lines 55-56. For example, if the slow decoder takes 5 seconds to decode 
a packet and the fast decoder takes 3 seconds to decode a packet, the predetemined time constraint is 4 seconds. 
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
